This memorandum advises you of the current status of cases 
involving Oscar, Stuart and Miriam Zeitlin Seborer and recommends that 
New York be instructed to continue these cases in a pending inactive 
status and that the subjects! names be placed in the Unavailable Section 
of the Security Index. New York has recommended that these cases bed; 


closed. 


Oscar Seborer, Stuart Jack Seborer and Miriam Zeitlin Seborer, 
who are presently in Russia, left the U. S. in 1951 Shortly after the \ 
Rosenberg case became public. According to NY 694-S, they feared e 
becoming involved in charges of espionage. NY 694-S indicated that + 
Isidore Gibby Needleman, a New York attorney and contact of Soviet d 
officials, was involved with the Seborers and that Needleman furnished" 
the information regarding the atom bomb to the Russians which he N 
obtained from Oscar and Stuart Seborer. | 


After Needleman saw the Seborers in Russia during a trip he ^ 
made in the Summer of 1963, he indicated that they had no plans to 
return to the U. 5. Miriam Seborer, wife of Stuart, has divorced him 
and she previously contacted the American Embassy in an effort to leave 
the Soviet Union. According to Needleman, she was warned to never 
again try to contact the American Embassy and she is reportedly in 


"protective cuspódy."

In October, 1963, when all logical investigation had been 
completed and all possible avenues to effect the return of the 
Seborers had been explored, the New York Office was instructed to 
place the cases in a pending inactive status. New York has now 
recommended that the cases be closed. 


We have excellent coverage of Needleman through ] 
and technical surveillances[ __—s——CCO_ | In the past, b7E 
this coverage has given significant information concerning the Seborers 
and it is reasonably expected that this coverage will continue to 
produce results. 


In view of the seriousness of the allegations of espionage 
against Oscar, Stuart Jack and Miriam Seborer, it is not believed that 
we should close these cases. While active investigation can be 
curtailed to a minimum, we should have a periodic review of these 
cases to insure that the subjects do not escape. The best way to 
accomplish this is to put the cases in a pending inactive status. 
Similarly, their names should be included in the Security Index and 
since they are outside the U. S., they will be placed in the Unavailable 
Section.

^In view of the above, it is recommended that the attached 
ee forwarded to the New York Office instructing New York to 
continue these cases in a pending inactive status so that they will 
be periodically re-examined. 


New York is further instructed to submit the necessary 
information to place the names of the subjects in the Unavailable 
Section of the Security Index and to follow the sources presently 
available in the Needleman investigation in order to insüre the 
development of any information pertinent to these cases.
